Grieving church sets closed service 


Sutherland Springs congregation and community 
will gather Sunday at nearby building for ‘healing’

SUTHERLAND SPRINGS — The 
First Baptist Church of Suther- 
land Springs will hold a Sunday 
service one week after a gunman 
killed more than two dozen wor- 
shippers and wounded 20 more. 
The service will take place in an

adjacent community center and 
will be open only to remaining 
congregants, members of the com- 
munity and people from neigh- 
boring areas, a church represen- 
tative said Friday. 

“The healing process is going 
to be ongoing and ... services 
are a step in the right direction,” 


said the representative, who did 
not want to be named because 
he wasn’t authorized to speak 
to the media. “I think it’s going 
to take a really long time, and I 
don’t think the effects are going 
to go away anytime soon.” 

On Facebook, Sherri Pomeroy, 
wife of the church’s pastor, Frank 
Pomeroy, said the service would 
“show the world that we may be 
knocked down temporarily but 
WE ARE NOT DEFEATED.” The

At Asia meeting, Trump 
reasserts ‘America first’ 


Unilateralist message to business leaders contrasts 
with China leader’s defense of global engagement.

DANANG, VIETNAM — President 
Donald Trump on Friday vowed 
to protect U.S. interests against 
foreign exploitation, preaching 
a starkly unilateralist approach 
to a group of leaders who once 
pinned their economic hopes on 
a regional trade pact led by the 
United States. 

“We are not going to let the 
United States be taken advantage 
of anymore,” Trump told busi- 
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ness leaders at the Asia-Pacific 
Economic Cooperation forum in 
Danang, Vietnam. “I am always 
going to put America first, the 
same way that I expect all of you 
in this room to put your coun- 
tries first.” 

But taking the stage at the same 
meeting immediately after Trump, 
President Xi Jinping of China deliv- 
ered a sharply contrasting mes- 
sage, championing more robust 
engagement with the world. Xi 
used his own speech to make a 
spirited defense of globalization, 
saying relations among countries

should be “more open, more 
inclusive, more balanced, more 
equitable and more beneficial 
to all.” 

Trump’s remarks were strik- 
ingly hostile for an audience that 
included leaders who had sup- 
ported the Trans-Pacific Part- 
nership, a sweeping 12-nation 
accord that was to be led by the 
United States, from which Trump 
withdrew immediately after tak- 
ing office. 

And it indicated the degree to 
which, under Trump, the United 
States — once a dominant voice 
guiding discussions about trade 
at gatherings such as APEC —

Austin attorney Nikki Maples 
remembers the first time she 
walked into the Austin Depart- 
ment of Veterans Affairs clinic 
as part of a new program to give 
free legal services to veterans. 

Maples came from a military 
family — her ex-husband had 
deployed to Iraq and Afghani- 
stan — and she felt a powerful 
need to volunteer her time at 
the clinic. But she wasn’t pre- 
pared for the number of veterans 
lined up in the waiting room and 
down the hallway in dire need 
of legal help. Some were facing 
evictions. Others were involved

in child custody battles. Still oth- 
ers had been wrongfully denied 
government benefits. 

“At first, it was overwhelming,” 
Maples said. “But at the end of 
the day, I saw a lot of veterans 
smiling and I thought, ‘This is a 
really good thing.’ Pll never for- 
get that.” 

Since that day in 2011, the Texas 
Lawyers for Texas Veterans pro- 
gram has spread throughout the 
state, where it is administered 
by local bar chapters. The State 
Bar of Texas says that, since the 
project launched in 2010, more 
than 9,000 attorneys have vol-
